An Appeal to Reason. 


A very serious situation is created by 
the definite refusal of the London and 
North-Western Railway  Company’s ser- 
vants to handle munitions at the North 
Wall. The company gave them every 
chance to reconsider their decision, but 
three conferences have resulted in an abso- 
lute deadlock. The strike is not only an 
act of hostility to the forces of the Crown, 
but a complete rejection of the men’s 
contract with their employers, If their 
claim to pick and choose were admitted as 
a general term of service. all business 
would become impossible. In refusing to 
come back unconditionally the men have 
done a thoroughly bad day's work for Ire- 
land and for themselves. They have 
Jaunched their country on a new fea of 
troubles, and have thrown down a reck- 
less challenge to the organised Labour of 
Great Britain. “A vain attempt is made 
to conceal the latter fact in the statement 
which the strike committee issued yester- 
day. It says that the men were ready 
to resume work “in accordance with the 
telegram of Mr. Thomas,” but that the 
company rejected their offer. When the 
Executive Committee of -the Nationa] 
Union of Railwaymen told the strikers 
to resume work, it. meant unconditional 
work and nothing else. This fact is made 
perfectly clear by the Committee's recep- 
tion of the Prime Minister's grave warn- 
ing, by its prompt withdrawal of the 
embargo on the handling of munitions for 
Poland, and by Mr. Thomas's speech at 
Battersea. The strikers’ hasty action is a

‘The New Reichstag. 


We print to-day the full result@@f the 
German elections, The total poll was 
nearly twenty-six millions, and 460 mem- 
bers have been i‘eturned to the new 
Reichstag. As we predicted last week, the 
Coalition group has lost heavily. In the 
old Assembly Majority Socialists, Demo- 


of a total of 411 seats. Now they have 
fetained 222 out of a total of 460. ‘The 
gains have been fairly evenly distributed 
between the extreme Right and the ex- 
treme Left: Conservatives, under various 
guises, have increased their strength by 
62, while the “wild ” Socialists have won 
80, instead of their former 20, seats. But 
for the fact that the old deputies for the 
different plebiscite areas continue to sit 
in the new Reichstag, the gains of Right 
and Left probably would have been eyen 
greater. Of the 42 members for these dis- 
tricts. 35 belong to the “Coalition bloc. 
Clearly the old Government cannot con- 
tinue in office, and a Junker Govern- 
| ment is out of the question. Even if the 
German Nationalists and the People’s 
Party succeeded in seducing the Centre 
from its allegiance to democracy, they 
would still. be unable to form a 
Cabinet. The Independent Socialists 
alone are also powerless ; yet the 
key to the situation seems to lie. in 
their hands. If they joined the Coali- 
tion a working majority would bé secured, 
and the general feeling is that Herr 
Muller will approach them with a view to 
union. The danger of such a step lies in 
the possibility of its driving the Centre 
into the arms of the Conservatives.. The

| figure of over £100,000,000. On the other 
| side of the balance-sheet the figures are 
| also highly satisfactory. Our imports for the 
| month amounted to well over £166,000, 000 ; 
but, with re-exports at £20.000,000 ana 
| our vastly improved export trade, the 
adverse balance has been reduced to 
| £26,754,000. In March’ this balance was 
| about £46,000,000; in April it was 
£40,495,000. The improvement last month. 
therefore, is remarkable. and reflects. great 
| credit on British industry and commerce. 
i The adverge balance now has been reduced 
so far that it should nearly be covered 
by freights and other invisib'e exports. 
Our foreign trade has reached a point 
where exports have almost overhauled 
| imports, and, if the present position can 
_ be even maintained, excellent results will 
| accrue. The best—indeed, the only—way 
| to bring about a speedy improvement in 
. the foreign exchanges is, so far as possible, 
| to import raw materials from. countries 
where sterlitig is at a premium, and sell 
our manufactured goods to those countries 
where it is at a discount.

Charies Dickens. 


Fifty years age yesterday Charles 
Dickens died. Of all English writers he 
is, perhaps, the most popular. He is 
certainly the most’ English. He is the 
successor of Bunyan and Sterne, but his 
books are loved by people who never read 
the “ Pilgrim’s Progress, ' or even heard of 
the “ Sentimental Journey.” Nowadays it 
is de rigeur to sneer at Dickens, Modern 
criticism stigmatises his work as senti- 
mental, maudlin, and even foolish. Never- 
theless, the most “advanced” young 
Georgian finds a sneaking delight in the 
inimitable Mr. Pickwick, and in an un- 
guarded moment may eve. forget. his 
artistic prejudices in the pages of David 
Copperfield. Dickens’s England is a 
thing of the past. Hostelries have 
become commercial hotels, and even the 
horse has been banished from the roads by 
moter-car and motor-cycle. When Dickens 
died a phase of British civilisation diad 
with him, and the foundation of the Ger. 
man Empire a year afterwards heralded 
the new era which has just come to such a 
tragic end. Yet even to-day the appeal 
of Dickens is as wide ag ever it was. His 
kindly philesophy still throws light on 
dark places, and solace is sought in vhis 
pages by those whom life has oppressed. 
He may be old-fashioned, he may be senti- 
mental, he may even be a prude; but he 
is intensely human, and humanity has 
been enriched by his work. é

the year. The Committee had _ reported, | 
amongst other things, that the minimum stipend | 
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of all: incumbents’ should be £400 a year, with 
a free house, and) the minimum stipend of as- 
sistant curates be £200, with an annual inere- 
ment‘of £5 for ten years. li was not. perhaps, 
generally known that the present generation 
was only paying about one-guarter of the in- | 
comes of the clergy, the remaining three- | 
quarters being provided by interest on endow- 
ments which had accumulated since disestab- 
lishment. The total payments to the elergy 
were about £390,000, and the total amount of | 
assessments averaged about £100,000. Thus | 
sufficient capital had been accumulated through | 
the generosity of their people, clerical and lay, | 
during the last fifty years to produce three- | 
quarters of the present stipend. 
THE SUM REQUIRED. 

Was it not reasonable then to open the pre- 
sent generation to subscribe annually more than 
the remaining one-querter? It had been cal- | 
culated that in order to raise the stipends to 
the suggested minimum a sum.of £140,000 a | 
year, in addition to the present assessments, | 
would be required—i.c., a sum practically equal 
to two and a half times the present contribu- 
tion would have to be subscribed if the same | 
number of clergy was to be continued. While | 
they could confidently expect largely increased | 
contributions, he did not think that the whole | 
of that large sum would be annually | 
Therefore, the number of the clergy must be | 
reduced, and that could only be eccomplished | 
by reducing the number of parishes, either 
by the union of the present existing parishes 
or by the alteration of parochial boundaries. 
The various Diocesan Councils should take 
the matter up as soon as possible, and, if neces- | 
sary, special sessions of the Diocesan Synods | 
should be convened. Amalgamation must “he 
considered from the point of view of providing 
the minimum stipend for the rector of the new | 
union. The President, continuing, appealed to 
the parishes to subscribe more liberally to their 
Church. Many parishes had begun ‘to do so by 
giving to the Central Emergency Fund or sub- 
scribing to raise the stipend in their own 
parish. Each parish should also endeavour to | 
raise twice as much as it was now raising for 
assessment. The question was one which con- 
cerned the whole Church, and the parish that | 
would not do ite best to give as large a stipend | 
as possible—a stipend certainly not below the | 
£400, which wes. considered a minimum—was 
doing an injury to the whole Church. 

THE WORLD OUTLOOK. 

In our own country things were dark. indeed,

THE GERMAN ELECTIONS. 

The Times. in the course of a leading article 
to-day, dealing with the recent results of the 
German elections, which, it says, have had the 
results that were foresecn, but in a more pro- 
nounced degree, proceeds to observe :—Our 
French Allies are naturally uneasy at the great 
accession of stremeth fo the’ Extreme German 
parties. They suromon the different groups, 
and particularly the German People’s Party and 
ihe Independent Socialists, to define without 
lelay their intentions in European questions, 
and, above all, on the execution of the Peace 
Treaty. The elections, it is widely held, are a 
vote against execution, and our Paris Corre- 
spondent says that until the attitude of these 
powerful groups has been clearly defined 
attendance at the Spa Conference is by many 
regarded as useless. After her experiences in 
the Krassin négotiaiions. France « seriously 
alarmed lest she should not receive the sur- 
port to which she is entitled upon the question 
of disarmament. That question is absolutely 
vital to her, and, indeed, it is the pillar and 
the ground on which all the rest of the Treaty 
depends. It has been clear throughout thai eo 
long as the Allies and Associates are con- 
fronted by an armed Germany, no trust can 
be placed in the fulfilment of her promises. 
She hag shown throughout the utmost re- 
luctance to fulfil them, and the parties of the 
Kight, who have just won such remarkable 
victories at the polis, have consistently urged 
her to break them. Germany is bound by the 
Treaty to reduce her Army to 100,000 on July 
10—just five days after that appointed for the 
adjourned Sra Conference. The increase of the 
Independent vote will, doubtless, be urged 
privately, if not openly, as a reason why the 
reduction should be delayed. Unless we sup- 
port our French Allies cordially and frankly 
upon this question the distrust of our Govern- 
ment, whith recent events have grievously in- 
reased, may become irreparable.

IRISH LABOUR PARTY'S 
STATEMENT. 


The hopes entertained that the dispute exist- 
ing for. the past two weeks between the Lon- 
don and North-Western Railway Company and 
their Dublin quay porters regarding the 
handling of munitions have not been re . 
Conferences have been held daily at the. com- 
pany’s offices since Monday last between repre- 
sentatives of both sides, and yesterday, after a 
brief sitting, it was intimated to the Press re- 
presentatives that no agreement had been 
reached. i 

The following statement on behalf of the com- 
pany was suvecquently communicated to the 
Press :— F 

“A further meeting was held to<lay, at which 
the following were present :——Mr. A. T. Cotton, 
Irish traffic manager of the London and North- 
Western Railway Company; Mr. H. W. Ede, 
assistant traffic manager do.; Mr. Bermingham, 
Irish Secretary for the National Union of Rail- 
way, and a deputation of 13 men representing 
the strikers, their chairman being Mr. M. 
O’Brien. After some discussion, as the men were 
uhable to agree to resume work on the terms 
laid down by the company, which were that 
they must handle all classes of traffic uncondi- 
tionally, the negotiations were broken off.” 

On benalf of the men on strike; Mr. J. Ber- 
mingham issued the following statement :—* On 
June 4th, a telegram was received from Mr. J. 
H. Thomas, M.P., General Secretary, in the 
following terms :— 

“Executive Committee met Prime Minister 
yesterday on the Irish situation, and have de- 
cided to call conference of Irish branches to 
discuss the whole question with this Executive 
Committee.

| After the break-up of the conference, a meet- 
| ing of the men was held in their hall in Oriel 
| Street, when Mr. Birmingham reviewed the

GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS. 


A White Paper was issued yesterday giving 
a résumé of the powers exercised by Government 
departments over Irish railways. Under Section 
2 of the Ministry of Transport Act, 1919, all

Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland, and 
the Congested Districts Board for Ireland), are 
transferred to the Minister of Transport, as 
from such dates and with such exceptions as may 
be determined by the Order in Council. The 
important part of the paper is that showing 
the powers irí relation to railways conferred by 
the Ministry of Transport Act other than trans- 
ferred powers. These include the following :— 
(a) Where possession has been taken of a rail- 
road undertaking under Section 16 of the Regu- 
lation of the POrces Act, 1871, possession shall 
be retained without renewal of the warrant. 
(b) The Minister may (subject to reference to 
an Advisory Committee) take possession of any 
other statutory railway undertaking, or of any 
light railway or tramway undertaking (other 
than a tramway or light railway belonging to a 
leeal authority), or apy canal or inlan 


tion undertaking, or (with the consent of the 
owners, except where the undertaki forms 
part of a railway undertaking), of any harbour 
dock or pier undertaking. 

(C) The persons concerned with the manage- 
ment of an undertaking whereof possession 1 
retained or taken are to obey the directions of 
the Minister. i 

The Minister has power ‘to suspend agree- 
ments made with the owners oz an undertak- 


ing during the period of possession and 18 
months thereafter, and persons prejudiced are 
entitled to compensation, : 

The Minister may establish transport ser- 
vices by land or water, and acquire land either 
by agreement or compulsion, anc construct 
works; and is empowered to purchase privately- 
owned railway waggons on terms and conti- 
tions to be authqrised by an Order in Council.

A telegram despatched from Copen- 
hagen on Monday announces that they intended 
to return to this country this week. 


THE GERMAN ARMY. 


Five days ago the German Government ad- 
dressed a fresh Note to the Allies’ Governments 
(says & Paris telegram, dated Wednesday), de- 
claring that it found it impossible to reduce 
by July 10 the effectives of the Regular Army 
to the figure laid down in the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles—namely, 100,000 men—and demanding 
that the effectives of the Reichswehr, totalling 
some 200,000 men, should be maintained per- 
manently. Latterly, says the telegram, in con- 
clusion, the Military Council of Versailles, which 
has been called upon to deal with this important 
question, arrived at the following decijon— 
namely, that the Allied Powers are not prepared 
to depart from the attitude at San 
Remo, the purport of which was to press Ger- 
many to fulfil her engagementa.

MH. BARRIE AND THE

SECOND READING CARRIED. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, the 
debate on the motion for the second reading of 
the Agriculture Bill was continued. ' 

Mr. Seddon commended the bill as an hones 
attempt to profit by the lessons of the war. 

Mr. Georye Lambert said that he viewed the 
proposals of the bill in a friendly spirit, but 
he feared they would never get any inerease in 
the amount of arable land under cultivation ii 
farmers were merely to‘be guaranteed agaifst 
loss. If the guarantecd priees were to be 
based only on the bare cost of production, no 
farmer was going to produce wheat. There 
must be a prospect of a reasonable profit. The 
will, as drafted, would not add a single extra 
acre to the wheat area of the country. If the 
Government wanted io offer a guarantee that 
would prove effective, it must be for at least 
twenty years. Did the Government realise how 
far the bill. would tend to Bolshevise the agri- 
culture of England? Governmcnt departments 
seemed to be getting into a thundering muddle. 
(Hear, hear.) . The bili must be radically 
altered n it was to be cffective. 

Captain R. Terrell said that he welcomed the 
bill as an honest atiempt by the Goverament. 
to fulfil its pledges, ahd as being fair to all 
parties concerned, He expressed surprise that 
there should be opposition to it. 


MR. PRETYMAN, 

Mr. Pretyman said that the attitude adopted 
by Mr. Lambert towards the bill’ was that * 
all people engaved in agriculture. The bill 
wes devised with the best motives, and iis 
principles, so far as they we were sound; 
bit they did not go nearly far pnough. The, 


bill wag imtrodaced mainly in the interests: of 
the consumers and of the great urban popula- 
tions, because there was still an impression 
that it was designed particularly in the interests 
ot agriculture. The hill was quite inadequate 
for the purposes it sought to attain. 

Major Colfox, in a maiden speech, welcomed 
the bill. He said that he regretted that it had 
not beén introduced earlier. 

Major Barnston said that he believed that the 
agricultural community, as a whole, wanted the 
bill, and he hope] that the Government would 
pass 16 into law this session. He doubted 
whether the guaranteed prices that were offered 
were sufficient to satisfy farmers. 

Sir Robert Thomas, speaking for the Welsh 
National Farmers’ Union, expressed their re- 
gret that they were not represented on the 
Commission. They objected to the bill be- 
cause it sought to force them to become grain- 
growers, when the climate was 
for it. 

Colonel Murray said that he thought that 
a separate Agriculture Bill ought to have been 
introduced for Seotland. because the Scottish 
farmers required: specia] consideration. The 
bill did mot give the complete sccurity of 
tenure that they demanded.

THE HOME RULE BILL. 

TO THB EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Mr. Jellett's characteristically vigorous 
letter in your issue of to-day leaves me, and 
perhaps other electors of the University of 
Dublin, cod. Sir Edward Carson, whose wisdom 
and foresight are universally acknowledged, does 
not apparently regard the Committee stage of 
the Government of Ireland Bill as a “ degrading 
faree.”’ He is taking it seriously, and attending 
diligently to the “ pruning end grafting” ot 
the measure now proceeding in the House of 
Commons. Is all the spadework to be left to 
our ex-member, and is Mr. Jellett justified in 
standing proudiy aloof and treating the whole 
thing as’ “infra dig.” ? 

Any Home Rule Bill must affect, to some ex- 

tent, the present position and future of Trinity 
College, Dublin, and, in my humble judgment, 
the legal experience and debating power which 
Mr. Jeilett, as one of its members, so largely pos- 
sesses are vitally necessary at Westminster while 
the bill's clauses are being examined and dis- 
cussed. I may, in this connection, observe that 
Sir Robert Woods has commendably taken a 
share in the Committee’s deliberations. My 
impression, as “ the man in the street,' is that 
the Government intend to pass the bill, and I 
am one of those who upon reflection believe it 
to be a big step towards the solution of the 
problem which now for over fifty years has 
vexed our Empire, and embroiled us in Iréland, 
one with another, in a bitter end regretful con- 
troversy. 
Why, therefore, should Unionist and Na- 
tionalist not join intellectual forces to try to 
make the bill not only workable and accept- 
able, financially and otherwise, but also so 
framed as to leave open as widely as possible 
the door to ultimate unity of North and South? 
I have recently shared in a small effort for 
that purpose, and the party with which I 
worked would, I am sure, weleome the co- 
operation of men of Mr. Jellett’s stamp and 
outstanding ability. He may not respond to 
this suggestion, but, if he does not, then I 
venture to ask whether he has a mandate from 
any considerable section of the University 
electors: to abstain (like Sinn Fein and Labour) 
from all participation in the Parliamentary 
sifting of the bill’s clauses, or whether he hes 
thought it worth his while to consult his con- 
ay 7 the subject.

NURSES’ WORKING HO 
(TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIME, 

Siz,—At the present time the problem ot re- 
ducing the working hours of nurses is engaging 
the attention of every nursing organisation in 
Great Britain and Ireland. The Professional 
Union of ‘rained Nurses and the College of 
Nursing in Great Britain and ourselves in Ire- 
land are in correspondence with the Ministry of 
Labour with a view to the inclusion of nurses 
in the forthcoming ‘Hours of Employment Bill. 
Many large institutions in Great Britain have 
undertaken to institute an eight-hour day for 
their nurses, and are only prevented from 
putting it into operation by the shortage of 
tramed nurses, which across the water is acute— 
the matron of one such institution has asked | 
me for help in securing seventy probationers for ' 
this purpose. In France the eight-hour day is 
in actual operation in a variety of forms in 
many hospitals and asylums. The Dublin Cor- 
poration itgelf is at this moment consulting us 
as to a reduction of hours in the tuberculosis 
hospital and sanatorium. 

At such a time it is amazing for a Labour 
leader like Alderman O’Brien to have declared, 
without any consultation with the nurses’ trade 
union, and Lá Sn merely for the sake of 
‘‘seoring off” Mr. Daly, that an eight-hour day 
for nurses in Dublin hospitals is impossible. If 
Aldesman O’Brien means that it is technically 
impossible, he does not know what he is talking 
about. If he means that it is impossible be- 
cause of the financial position of the hospitals, 
his argument demands immediate attention 
from his constituents, from the members of his 
trade union, and from the Irish Labour Party. 
Nurses are at least as much entitled to reason- 
able working hours as agricultural labourers, 
dockers, ‘carters, and others for whom Mr. 
O’Brien so often and so effectively claims them. 

A shorter working day for nurses will neces- 
sarily mean a larger staff (though not so much 
larger as might be supposed), and so will entail 
some addition to the cost of nursing. The

DEBATE IN TRINITY COLLEGE. 


The question “ That Dominion Home Rule 
for Ireland is desirable’ was the subject of a 
debate last evening amongst members of the 
Trinity College Historical Rociety. Lieutenant 
enry Harrison presided. 
Opening for the affirmative, Mr. B. St. J. 
Galvin said that before the war, when the 
popular party in Ireland held the balance of 
power, a scheme was brought forward, and even- 
tually became law, which would have gone a 
ood way to secure for Ireland the status of 
minion Home Rule. Men, after the war, had 
got used to bloodshed, and they had at the back 
of their minds the conviction that, if beaten 
in the use of constitutional methods, they could 
still make ah appeal to foree. In Ireland such 
an appeal had been made by the Sinn Fein 
Party in 1916, and since that they had been 
reading of more murders all over Ireland than 
had ever occurred in the same period in all the 
upheavals that had taken place in Ireland. He 
believed that the employment of force to deal 
with the existing state of things only made it 
worse. To cut themselves off from the Empire 
would be taking a very great risk, because 
poe yg was the great market for their exports, 
and the country to which they, must look for 
their coal and minerals. 
Mr. J. R. Halpin; for the negative, said that 
Dominion Home Rule for Ireland simply meant 
a republic. The remedy for the present con- 
dition of affairs was firm, consistent govern- 
ment. A dread viper sits brooding, he said, in 
Liberty Hall, which was slowly but surely drink- 
ing the life-blood out of the country, and the 
people—Sinn Fein, Nationalist, and Unionist—~ 
should take heed of what was going on there. 
Mr. G. G. Kenny, for the affirmative, asked, 
if there was no settlement of the Irish question, 
did anyone think that Ireland could 
governed by tanks and arms. 
Mr. W. F. Patton, for the negative, said that 
Dominion Home Rule was only the stepping- 
stone to higher things. What nationality 
meant to the so-called patriots was to have the 
right to wage war on Ulster, and the right 
to make war and peace with whom it liked. 
Mesare. A. W. Duncan, ©. J. L. Brock, M. B, 
Daly, and P. G. Boyd also spoke. 
Mr. C. RF. Wallace said that one of the 
things that should appeal to them im favour 
of Dominion Home Rule was the fact that Sir 
Horace Plunkett, who was an advocate of the 
scheme, had done more than a thousand poli. 
ticians for his country. 
The motion was carried by 8 votes to 7. 
The Chairman, in atknowledging a vote of 
thanks, said that the Irish Dominion League 
was fillmg the réle of peacemaker. Ags one who 
had been through a good deal of the war, and 
saw the spirit which animated men from 
different parte of Ireland, he was convinced 
that if that spirit could be extended to Ireland 
the difficulties of the Irish problem would soon 
be solved. (Applause.)
